g um arabic, one and a half ounces of 
line starch, and half an ounce of white 
sug ar. 
Dissolve the g um arabic in as 
much water as the launuress would 
use for the q uantity of starch indicated. 
Mix the starch and sug ar with the 
mucilag e. Then cook the mixture in a 
vessel suspended in boiling water un­ 
til the starch becomes clear. 
The 
cement should be as thick as tar, and 
kept so. 
It can be kept from spoil­ 
ing by the addition of camphor or a 
little oil of cloves.

Anyone ought to know that fellows 
who go about and peddle goods, say­ 
ing that they will be furnished at 
wholesale prices, are not representing 
m atters as they really are. 
The buy­ 
er generally gets the worst of the 
bargain. 
It is likely that there are 
very few goods which this supply 
company can furnish that cannot be 
bought fully as cheap from our home 
merchants. 
Besides no one knows 
anything about the quality of the 
goods which he buys from an agent. 
It will be a pretty good idea to in­ 
vestigate the scheme thoroughly be­ 
fore having anything to do with it. 
It is always safe to consult prices and 
quality of goods sold by people you 
know, and it will make no difference 
whether you are acquainted with the 
agent or not. 
The agent takes tho 
order, and is then relieved from any 
further responsibility.

gate the amount you will pay will be 
more than you would pay the home 
merchant for a better class of goods. 
Beware of the man who tries to sell 
you goods at w holesale and manu­ 
facturers prices. 
We hope that the 
farmers in the vicinity will be on 
their guard, and that the exchanges 
will look well after this matter.

D escription of the D om estic Life of 
a Queer People. 
Each tent has its spinning wheel and 
its loom, a hole for working the ped­ 
als of which is dug in the ground, and 
all the women of the tribe were en­ 
gaged in making the far-famed Kara- 
manian carpets. There is the wooden 
m ortar for grinding the roast coffee 
berries in, the decorated wooden plat­ 
ter in which they cool the same, the 
woollen water jars riiade out of the 
hollowed stems of pine trees. Every­ 
thing alm ost they use is of wood, and 
gayly decorated with rude patterns, 
according to their fancy. When reap­ 
ing, a Yourouk uses wooden gloves to 
protect his left hand from the sickle. 
When tending his Hock, the Yourouk 
shepherd has a long wooden flute, in­ 
cased in a carved wooden case made 
of two hits of wood glued together 
and strung with ribbons and colored 
beads across his shoulder, looking for 
all the world like the African assegai 
or some other primitive weapon of 
war. 
In it he always keeps a long 
stick with goat’s hair at one end to 
clean it, and really the weird music 
th a t he produces with this instrument, 
known as the Nai, is very striking and 
suitable to the surroundings. 
In one corner of the tent are the bee­ 
hives—long trunks of trees hollowed 
out and tile ends stopped with dung 
cakes. The bees travel with them, 
wherever they go, on the backs of 
camels, and their honey resembles 
cakes of soap. for they boil it, wax 
and all, before eating it. 
The Your- 
ouks have not the remotest idea of 
letters, and carry on their transac- I 
lions with the outer world by means , 
of wooden tallies—four-sided bits of 
wood, sometimes gayly carved, some­ 
times plain.—Blackwood’s Magazine.

States consulate. Tho rem ains of the dead 
leader were em balm ed this m orning. 
Sir 
Jo h n ’s body is less emaciated than was gen­ 
al Iv supposed. 
The casket in which the rem ains will be 
interred is of steel, and painted a beautiful 
rose color. 
The massive handles consist of 
solid bars of oxidized silver, and extend 
along both sides of the coffin. On the lid 
are three large silver figures em blem atic of 
Ihe flight o f time, iu white silk. 
The out­ 
side of the casket is made of solid oak. The 
inscription on the silver plate bas not yet 
been engraved. 
The official program m e of the funeral ar­ 
rangements is as lollow.-: The body will

Yoemen of the Guard form, together 
with theGentlemen-at-arms, the body­ 
guard of the sovereign on all great 
state occasions. They are one hun­ 
dred in number, all old soldiers of ap­ 
proved service, and were originally in­ 
stituted in 1485 by Henry VII. With 
some very trifling alterations, they 
have preserved for four centuries the 
costume of the Tudor period, and with 
their gay uniforms, flat caps, and long 
partisans, have a very striking ap­ 
pearance at state ceremonials. Tlie 
headquarters of the corps are at the 
Tower of London, where they show 
visitors round the fortress, and are 
popularly known asbeef-eaters, a cor­ 
ruption of the French bnffetier, a 
name by which they were called from 
it being part of their duties to attend 
the sovereign at royal banquets.

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A W ord A b ou t P ot a t oe s — A m e r ic a n 
C h e e s e —T h e 
B u tte r 
E x tr a c tor 
— W ork in g a n d P a c k in g—T n e 
C u rra n t W orm . 


A W ord A b ou t P ota toe s . 
Two th ings are essential to th e 
h ealth ful development of th e potato 
crop. 
First, planting in dry soil: 
second, th e presence in considerable 
quantity of kainit in wh atever arti­ 
ficial manure is applied. It is very 
im portant th a t th e soil sh ould be dry 
—more so, indeed, th an fineness of 
tilth , th ough th at is no reason wh y 
th e latter sh ould be neglected. Aligh t, 
sandy loam, properly enrich ed with 
th e elements adapted to th e growth of 
th e tubers, produces th e best potatoes. 
Th e ch ief mineral ingredients of th e 
potato crop are potash and ph os­ 
ph ates. If th ese do not exist in th e 
proper proportion in th e soil, it is 
necessary to add th em. As a m atter 
of fact, th ey rarely do so exist, and a 
fertilizing mixture of some kind is re­ 
quired in order to secure th e best re­ 
sults. It is easy to purch ase ready­ 
made mixtures, warranted to produce 
th e most astounding crops. 
But no 
two soils need quite th e same propor­ 
tions of mineral ingredients, and it is 
better, if possible, to ascertain by 
analysis wh at is lacking and supply 
th e need th an to buy some mixture 
wh ich may not contain th e elements 
required, or may h ave an excess of 
one kind and a deficiency of anoth er. 
If th e farmer, by careful study and 
th e h elp of a comjietent analyst, 
learns wh at h is land requires, th en h e 
can purch ase th e necessary m aterials 
and mix th em to suit h is particular 
soil. In any case, it is of th e first im­ 
portance th a t th e land on wh ich th e 
potatoes are to h e raised sh ould con­ 
tain potash in considerable quantity , 
li kainit is applied th e absence of 
potash will be made good. Th e lack 
of th is ingredient is supposed to h e 
th e main cause of much of th e disease 
th a t h as wrough t such h avoc in th e 
potato crops of late years. A litoral 
supply of nitrogenous substances must 
aLo to provided, if th e soil is deficient 
in nitrogen. 
Th e work of preparing th e seed re­ 
quires t h e closest care. Cutting sh ould 
be done several days before planting 
takes place, and done only by people 
wh o know h ow to do it. It is not th e 
simple job it appears to to. We h ave 
often seen th e work of cutting intrust­ 
ed to th e young, inexperienced h ands, 
wh ich is certainly very unwise, since 
so much depends on th e condition 
and vitality of th e parent seed. As to 
th e mode of cutting th ere is a great 
diversity of practice. Many growers 
prefer to use small tutors, and simply 
pick out all th e eyes save one. 
Th e weigh t of testimony, h owever, 
seems to favor th e use of large tutors 
only. Th e immediate crop is almost 
always totter, and th ere is less likeli­ 
h ood of subsequent deterioration of 
th e size and quality ot th e potatoes. 
If th e tutor is cut into two or more 
sets it is a good plan to spread th em 
out on a dry floor, and in a quantity 
of dry mold or ash es. Th is lessens 
th e danger of th eir rotting, after 
,coming in contact with tlie manure in 
th e drill, wh ile it encourages sprouting 
or early growth . 


A m e ric a n C h e e se . 
/Good ch eese is made in th is country 
h ut it is migh ty scarce. 
In th e town 
w h ere th e w riter jives th ere is only pn,e 
grocery store wh ere a gpod, rich , 
wh ole milk ch eese can to bough t, and 
th ere area score or more of groceries in 
th e place. Th ey all sell ch eese, ol 
course, but it is th e tough , tasteless, 
quickly drying sort th a t owns itself a 
“sjcin,” if not a “skim,” and isn’t 
worth one-qqajrJt,er fff th e price ctyarg- 
f as an article of footl. 
Is not th is a sh ame? A good, wh ole- 
jn&lk ch eese is one of th e most wh ole 
some and nutritious of foods. It 
ough t to be constantly used as an 
article of diet in every American h ouse­ 
h old. But as a m atter of fact you sel­ 
dom find it on th e American table. If 
th ere is ch eese in most cases it is of 
foreign make, a t least in th e h ouses 
wh ose inmates know w h at good ch eese 
is. 
Th is ough t not so to to. We sh ould 
h ave th e tost ch eese in th e world, anti 
plenty of it. 
Wh y will our ch eese 
makers persist in killing th e goose 
th at lays th e golden egg?

But as th e iklves are Ai im­ 
p ortant p artof th eoicomefrom ucow, 
it may pay to keep th e best of t4» e old 
cows on th is account, alth ough my 
experience law been th a t old cows do 
not retain th eir yield of milk so long 
as th e young ones. As an instance ol 
th e value of an old cow I migh t men­ 
tion one wh ich was 14 years old wh en 
sh e brough t me h er th irteenth h eifer 
calf, wh ich was my tost testing and 
experimental cow, and wh ich , wh en 
between h er second and th ird calves, 
made 625 pounds of butter, ami in 
four years made 1649 pounds of but­ 
ter, all of wh ich sold a t an average of 
50 cents per pound, bringing in th at 
time th esum of $ 824.50, or over $ 200 
per year. Certainly th is old cow de­ 
served to live h er time out and com­ 
plete an h onored old age. Sh e was a 
pure Jersey of th e old tyjie, a fawn 
with wh ite legs, and was bough t very 
ch eaply a t th e time wh en th ere was a 
rage for solid colored squirrel gray 
cows, an infatuation wh ich but for its 
sh ort life migh t h ave spoiled th is mag­ 
nificent butter breed.—Practical F ar­ 
mer. 


T h e P ig’s T e e th . 
A pig’s age may to known by its 
teeth , as well as th e age of oth er ani 
mala. 
Its mode of dentition, says 
Mark Lane Express, is as follow s: It 
is born with four front teeth ; one 
month after it gets four more, wh ich 
is all th e front tem porary teeth it h as. 
At nine month s th e four outside teeth 
drop out, and are replaced by j*er- 
nmnent incisors, and th e oth ers are 
replaced during th e next year. 
At 
th ree years th e boar’s tusks appear; at 
lour th ey begin to lift, th eir lips; at 
five th ey are seen outside th e lips; at 
six th ey project from th e mouth , and 
after th a t th ey grow longer. 
After 
two years th e sow’s front teeth h ave 
a black ring around th e base of th em, 
and as th e age increases th e color of 
th e teeth deepens, and th ey become 
worn. As pigs, h owever, are rarely 
kept over two years, th is test gauge is 
not often required. Of recent years, 
since pigs h ave l>een bred so as to 
m ature more rapidly, th e teeth may 
indicate, as with sh eep and cattle, 
more age th an th e animals really 
h ave. A well bred pig may h ave all 
its 
permanent front teeth a t 1M 
month s, and th is more rapid denti­ 
tion h as sometimes led to disputes as 
to th e pig’s age.

Sir Edwin Arnold speaks with au­ 
th ority unquestionably apon th e eth ­ 
ics of Japan. Oth ers may know more 
about its arts and h istory, perh aps, 
th ough it must be remarked th a t th e 
connoisseurs do not agree with one an­ 
oth er much . But wh en it comes to th e 
usages of th e people, we sh ould accept 
th e evidence of a poet and a cultured 
observer, wh o loves th em enth usiasti­ 
cally beyond all oth ers. Sir Edwin 
states th at it is usual for a Japanese 
sh opkeejier in th e cities to put up an 
English translation beside th a vernac­ 
ular upon h is

i suits. It is easy to purchase reudy- 
j m ade m ixtures, w 'arrantedto produce 
I the m ost astounding crops. 
But no 
I tw o soils need quite the sam e propor­ 
tions of mineral ingredients, and it is 
better, if possible, to ascertain by 
analysis w hat is lacking and supply 
I the need th an to buy som e m ixture 
| w hich m ay no t contain the elements 
J required, o r m ay have an excess of 
I one kind and a deficiency of another, 
i If the farm er, by careful study and 
the help of a conqjetent analyst, 
learns w hat his land requires, then he 
can purchase the necessary m aterials 
I and mix them to suit his particular 
j soil. 
In any case, it is of the first im* 
[ portance th a t the land oil which the 
I potato es are to be raised should con- 
I tain p o tash in considerable quantity. 
I Ii kainit is applied the absence of 
I potash will be m ade good. Tho lack 
I of this ingredient is snpi>osed to he 
the m ain cause of much of the disease 
th a t has wrought such havoc in the 
I p o ta to crops of late years. 
A liberal 
supply of nitrogenous substances m ust 
J also be provided, if the soil is deficient 
in nitrogen. 
The work of preparing the seed re­ 
quires theclosest care. Cutting should 
j be done several days before planting 
takes place, and done only by people 
I who know how to do it. It is n o t the 
simple job it apjiears to be. We have 
often seen the work of cutting in tru st­ 
ed to the young, inexperienced hands, j 
I which is certainly very unwise, since 
so much dejiends on the condition 
I and vitality of the parent seed. As to 
the mode of cutting there is a great 
diversity of practice. Many growers 
prefer to use sm all tubers, and simply 
j pick out all tlie eyes save one.

T he Pig’s T eeth. 
A pig’s age m ay be known by its 
teeth, as well as the age of other ani 
mats. 
Its mode of dentition, says 
Mark Lane Express, is as follows: It 
is born with four front teeth; one 
m onth after it gets four more, which 
is all the front tem porary teetIi it has. 
At nine m onths the four outside teeth 
drop out, and are replaced by im ­ 
m anent incisors, and the others are 
replaced during the next year. 
At 
three years the h o ar’s tusks appear; a t 
tour they begin to lift their lips; a t 
five they are seen outside the lips; at 
six they project from the m outh, and 
after th a t they grow longer. 
After 
tw o years the sow ’s front teeth have 
a black ring around the base of them . 
and as t he age im Teases the color of 
the teeth deepens, ami they become 
worn. 
As pigs, however, are rarely 
kept over tw o years, this test gauge is 
not often required. Of recent years, 
since pigs have been bred so as to 
m ature m ore rapidly, the teeth may 
indicate, as with sheep and cattle, 
more age than the anim als really 
have. 
A well-bred pig limy have all 
ifs 
perm anent front teeth a t 18 
m onths, and this m ore ra pul denti­ 
tion has sometim es led to disputes as 
to the pig’s age.

A m eric an C heese. 
(Good cheese is m ade in this country 
hut it is mighty scarce.

grocery store where a 
good, rich, 
whole milk cheese can be bought, and 
there are a score or m ore of groceries in 
the place. They all sell cheese, of I 
course, but it is the tough, tasteless, J 
quickly drying so rt th a t owns itself a 
“ sjrin,” d not a “skim ,” and isn’t 
wort Ii one q u arter pl the price c^arg- 
% as an article of food. 
Is not this a shame? A good, whoie- 
luilk cheese is one of the m ost whole­ 
some and nutritious of foods. It 
ought to be constantly used as an 
article of diet in every American house­ 
hold. B ut ae a m atter of fact you sel­ 
dom find it on the American table. If 
there is cheese in m ost cases it is of 
foreign make, a t least in the houses 
w hose inm ates know w h at good cheese 
is. 
Tins ought not so to be. We should 


new m anure, which, if placed in th* 
soil in the autum n will often not give 
uny beneficial results before m idsum ­ 
mer. 
One advantage in the use of com ­ 
mercial fertilizers, above stable inan- 
; lire is th a t the former, if of good 
I grade, 
is m ore readily soluble and 
j can hence be taken up more readily 
I by the plants. This is why garden­ 
ers, 
even sucji as have unlim ited 
I quantities of stable m anure a t their 
disposal, often find it advisable to 
supplem ent th a t by su p erp h o sp h ate 
I in 
order to gain in earliness. The 
I commercial fertilizer will give the 
i plants a quick Ytajrt th a t cannot be 
obtained by the sole use of the other.

Sir 
Edwin Arnold S p e a k s o f tb s 
E th ics In Japan. 
Sir Edwin Arnold speaks with au­ 
th o rity unquestionably Opon the eth­ 
ics of Jap an . O thers m ay know more 
about its a rts and history, perhaps, 
though it m ust be rem arked th a t th e 
connoisseurs do n o t agree with one an­ 
other much. B ut when it co mea to the 
usages of the people, we should accept 
the evidence of a poet and a cultured 
observer, who loves them enthusiasti­ 
cally beyond all others. 
Sir Edwin 
states th a t it is usual for a Japanese 
shopkeeper in the cities to p u t up an 
English tran slatio n beside the vernac­ 
ular upon his 
side-board. 
This is 
certainly 
curious, 
and significant. 
The adoption of our language m ust 
be growing indeed when such acustom 
prevails. The tran slatio n s are “ very 
comical som etim es,” as yet; but th a t 
is nothing. In m ost E uropean ports, 
those tradesm en along the w ater’s 
ed^e who deal in things required by 
sailors put up an English inscription. 
The R ussians go further; a t Cron- 
stad t, for instance, a large propor­ 
tion of shops throughout the tow n 
follow this practice. But Sir Edwin 
Arnold spoke of Japanese cities in gen­ 
eral, apparently, and of tradesm en in 
general. Furtherm ore, though this is 
a slight m atter by com parison, “a t 
all railw ay statio n s the nam e of the 
town or village is w ritten up in both 
characters.” Under such extraordi­ 
nary circum stances, it is clear th a t 
the study of English m ust be advanc­ 
ing a t a great pace. There are not yet 
so m any European residents in Japan, 
nor so many travelers, th a t a trades­ 
man should find it really w orth while 
to tran slate the description of his 
goods. Ile m ust be following a fashion, 
arid in th a t case we m ay be sure th a t 
he m akes an effort to have his chil­ 
dren taught English. The result might 
be grotesque 
for a generation; but 
ye a r by year the teaching will improve, 
if the fashion rem ain.

President of the Moslem congregation 
officiated, the condition of fitness for 
such office tieing a knowledge of Arabic. 
Tile Moulvie, as the official is called, 
was dressed in a long robe of crimson 
silk, beneath which was a tight-fitting 
tunic of em broidered black velvet, the 
whole girdled by a broad gold belt, 
and wearing a tu rb an of white silk, 
with stream ers which fell over his 
shoulders. 
There were two bride- 
m aids. The bride’s responses were in 
English, the bridegroom ’s in English 
and Arabic. The lady repeated after 
the Moulvie the words of the m arriage 
contract: 
“ I stan d here, in the pres­ 
ence of God and all who are assembled, 
to unite my heart to your heart, and 
my destiny to your destiny, and to be 
called by your nam e 
Your sorrow 
shall be my sorrow, your happiness 
shall be my happiness.” 
The bride­

It is nothing more or less than 
a scheme calculated to put money in 
the pockets of a few. for who ever 
heard of anyone doing business mere­ 
ly for their health or glory? 
The 
scheme has already been pretty well 
discussed by the State papers, and is 
so suspicious on its face that we are 
surprised that anyone should enter 
into an agreement to act as an agent. 
Anyone ought to know that fellows 
who go about and peddle goods, say­ 
ing that they will be furnished at 
wholesale prices, are not representing 
matters as they really are. 
The buy­ 
er generally gets the worst of the 
bargain. 
It is likely that there are 
very few goods which this supply 
company can furnish that cannot be 
bought fully as cheap from our home 
merchants. 
Besides no one knows 
anything about the quality of the 
goods which he buys from an agent. 
It will be a pretty good idea to in­ 
vestigate the scheme thoroughly be­ 
fore having anything to do with it.

Beware of the man who tries to sell 
you goods at wholesale and manu­ 
facturers prices.

Canada Loses Her First Minister and 
ilio Author of the Canadian 
Confederation. 


Premier Macdonald Passes Peacefully 
Away Alter a Long S im p le With 
the Inevitable. 


Ottawa, J u n e 6.—Sir John M acdonald is 
dead. 
A nation is to-night m ourning its greatest 
statesm an, and a great party is in grief for 
the loss of a beloved leader. 
Toward th at sick cham ber at Earnscliffe 
public notice has been directed lor the last 
ten days, and the sym pathy o fth e nation 
has gone out in greater degree hs the pic­ 
ture presented grew 
darker and 
more 
pathetic. 
From all parts ot the dom inion, 
ai.d from tlie sovereign comes a message of 
condolence. 
To aff of the inquires hut one 
answer could be g iv e n -th e end m ight be 
delayed, but was inevitable. 
T he beginning o f the end came early yes­ 
terday m orning. 
T he prem ier bad slept 
the greater part of the tffght, and through 
the day he slept at intervals. The afternoon 


bulletin from the physicians at the bedside 
announced th at the prem ier’s strength was 
rapidly dim inishing, and then all hope fled. 
As the afternoon slow ly waned profound 
stillness reigned at Earnscliffe. 
T he scene 
after nightfall was im pressive in its solem ­ 
nity’.

extinct, but the leehlc fluttering of the pulse 
and the alm ost im perceptible breathing. 
The fam ily had been gathered about the 
bedside all night. 
Lady 
M acdonald, a l­ 
m ost worn out by her long vigil, was there, 
and the prem ier's son, H ugh J. M acdonald, 
had kept his place at his lather’s side. 
There was no bulletin from the physi­ 
cians this m orning. 
N othing could be said 
beyond w hat had already been given out. 
It was a m atter of time, perhaps momenta, 
perhaps hours.

W hen the announcem ent of Sir Jo h n 's 
death was m ade the bells o the city were 
tolled to convey the intelligence to the 
thousands who were anxiou-dy aw aiting 
tliis signal th at th eir beloved prem ier was 
dead.

The funeral is likely to take place on 
Tuesday next, and will he of a state char­ 
acter.

The rem ains of the dead 
leader were em balm ed this m orning.

Jo h u ’x body is less em aciated than was gen- 
all v supposed. 
The casket in which the rem ains will bo 
interred is of steel, and painted a beautiful 
rose color. 
The massive handles consist of 
solid bars of oxidized silver, and extend 
along both sides ot the coffin. 
On the lid 
are three large silver figures em blem atic of 
the flight oi time, in white silk. 
The out­ 
side ot the casket is m ade of solid oak. The 
inscription on the silver plate lias not yet 
been engraved. 
The official program m e of the funeral ar­ 
rangem ents is as follow.*: The body will 
he privately moved from Earnscliffe to the 
parliam ent building, and will lie in state 
there Irom 1 o’clock Tuesday m orning tiil 
the hour of the funeral. 
The state funeral 
w ill leave the parliam ent buildings at 1 
o’clock, p. in.. W ednesday, for St. A lbans’ 
church, and thence to the Canadian J’acific 
station, whence the body will be conveyed 
to K ingston.

establishing a North Carolina e s t a t e 
th a t his thoughts scarcely cot *ern 
themselves with anything else, and lie 
has spent and seems to be willing to 
spend any am ount of money to bring 
everything to the most complete im­ 
aginable point. When completed, the 
home will have cost him something 
like $5,000,000.

The stories of the m urder differ. 
Charles

who he said was strutting out with a girl 
nam ed Belle Johnson. 
Schroeder says that 
they saw K ukouski and the woman go into 
an alley to-gether; that w hen they came up 
to them the policem an and his com panion 
separated and th at D enuuer took hold ot 
the woman. 
She raised objections to his 
attentions, and Officer K ukouski, when 
D em m er started off, ordered him to hall, at 
the sam e tim e draw ing his revolver and 
firing, the buffet stri king Dem m er in the 
back and felling him to the ground. 
Fearing that he, too, m ight get shot, 
Shroeder ran away from the scene, going 
hom e. 
H e did not learn then that Dem­ 
m er was serious y hurt until this morning. 
K ukouski, after the shooting, le t Demmer 
lying wounded on the ground, where he 
lay suffering for nearly an hour before he 
was picked up and carried home, when the 
coroner pronounced Ids wound fatal and 
ordered 
the arreri of K ukouski. 
The 
woman, Beil ‘Johnson wus also locked up 
os a witness.

T H E Y O U R O U K C O U N T R Y . 


D e s c r i p t i o n o f t h e D o m e s t i c Life o f 
a Q u e e r P e o p l e . 
Each tent has its spinning wheel and 
its loom, a hole for working the ped­ 
als of which is dug in the ground, and 
all the women of the tribe were en­ 
gaged in making the far-famed Kara- 
m anian carpets. There is the wooden 
m ortar for grinding the roast coffee 
berries in, the decoroted wooden plat­ 
ter in which they cool the same, the 
wooden water jars made out of the 
hollowed stems of pine trees. Every­ 
thing alm ost they use is of wood, and 
gayly decorated with rude patterns, 
according to their fancy. When reap­ 
ing, a \ ourouk uses wooden gloves to 
protect his left hand from the sickle. 
When tending his flock, the Yourouk 
shepherd has a long wooden flute, in­ 
cased in a carved wooden case made 
of tvvo bits of wood glued together 
and strung with ribbons and colored 
beads across his shoulder, looking for 
all the world like the African assegai 
or some other primitive weapon of 
war. 
In it he always keeps a long 
stick with goat’s hair a t one end to 
clean it, and really the weird music 
th a t he produces with this instrum ent, 
known as the Nai, is very striking and 
suitable to the surroundings. 
In one corner of the tent are the bee­ 
hives—long trunks of trees hollowed 
out and the ends stopped with dung 
cakes. The bees travel with them, 
wherever they go, on the backs of 
camels, and their honey resembles 
cakes of soap, for they boil it, wax 
and all, before eating it. 
The Your- 
ouks have not the remotest idea of 
letters, and carry on their transac­ 
tions with the outer world by means 
of wooden tallies—four-sided bits of 
wood, sometimes gayly carved, some­ 
times plain.—Blackwood’s Magazine.

Yoemen ofth e Guard form, together 
with theGentlemen-at-arms, the body­ 
guard of the sovereign on all great 
state occasions.

With 
some very trifling alterations, they 
have preserved for four centuries the 
costume of the Tudor period, and with 
their gay uniforms, flat caps, and long 
partisans, have a very striking ap ­ 
pearance at state ceremonials.

A W ord A b o u t P o ta to e s . 
Two things are essential to the 
healthful development of the potato 
crop. 
First, planting in dry soil: 
second, the presence in considerable 
quantity of kainit in whatever arti­ 
ficial manure is applied. It is very 
important that the soil should be dry 
—more so, indeed, than fineness of 
tilth, though that is no reason why 
the latter should be neglected. Alight, 
sandy loam, properly enriched with 
the elements adapted to the growth of 
the tubers, produces t be best potatoes. 
The chief mineral ingredients of the 
potato crop are potash and phos­ 
phates. If these do not exist in the 
proper proportion in the soil, it is 
necessary to add them. As a matter 
of fact, they rarely do so exist, and a 
fertilizing mixture of some kind is re­ 
quired in order to secure the best re­ 
sults. It is easy to purchase ready­ 
made mixtures, warranted to produce 
the most astounding crops. But no 
two soils need quite the same propor­ 
tions of mineral ingredients, and it is 
better, if possible, to ascertain by 
analysis what is lacking and supply 
the need than to buy some mixture 
which may not contain the elements 
required, or may have an excess of 
one kind and a deficiency of another. 
If the farmer, by careful study and 
the help of a competent analyst, 
learns what his land requires, then he 
can purchase the necessary materials 
and mix them to suit his particular 
soil. In any case, it is of the first im­ 
portance that the land on which the 
potatoes are to be raised should con­ 
tain potash in considerable quantity, 
li kainit is applied the absence of 
potash will be made good. The lack 
of this ingredient is supposed to be 
the main cause of much of the disease 
that has wrought such havoc in the 
potato crops of late years. A liberal 
supply of nitrogenous substances must 
also be provided, if thesoil is deficient 
in nitrogen. 
The work of preparing the seed re­ 
quires the el osest care. Cutting should 
be done several days before planting 
takes place, and done only by people 
who know how to do it. It is not the 
simple job it appears to be. We have 
often seen the work of cutting intrust­ 
ed to the young, inexperienced hands, 
which is certainly very unwise, since 
so much depends on the condition 
and vitality of the parent seed. As to 
the mode of cutting there is a great 
diversity of practice. Many growers 
prefer to use small tubers, and simply 
pick out all the eyes save one. 
The weight of testimony, however, 
seems to favor the use of large tubers 
only. The immediate crop is almost 
always better, and there is less likeli­ 
hood of subsequent deterioration of 
the size and quality of the potatoes. 
If the tuber is cut into two or more 
sets it is a good plan to spread them 
out on a dry lloor. and in a quantity 
of dry mold or ashes. This lessens 
the danger of their rotting, after 
coming in contact with tlie manure in 
the drill, while it encourages sprouting 
or early growth. 


A m e ric a n C h e e se . 
/Good cheese is made in this country 
but it is mighty scarce. 
In the town 
where the w riter Jives there is only pnte 
grocery store where a gpod, rich, 
w hole milk cheese can be bought, and 
there are a score or more of groceries in 
the place. They all sell cheese, ol 
course, but it is the tough, tasteless, 
quickly dryipg sort that owns itself a 
“skin,” if not a “skim,” and isn’t 
worth one-quarl.er of the price cftarg- 
% as an article of food. 
Is not this a shame? A good, whole 
milk cheese is one of tlie most whole­ 
some and nutritious of foods. It 
ought to be constantly used as an 
article of diet in every American house­ 
hold. But as a matter of fact you sel­ 
dom find it on the American table. If 
there is cheese in most cases it is of 
foreign make, at least in the houses 
whose inmates know w hat good cheese 
is. 
This oucht not so to tie. We should 
have the best cheese in the world, and 
plenty of it. 
Why will our cheese- 
makers persist in killing the goose 
that lays the golden egg? They have 
immensely diminished the market at 
Jiorne, and are now actively engaged 
pi killing the foreign trade. This is 
shprt-sighted business. 
More than 
that, it is a disgrace tp the American 
pame to send abroad such miserable 
Stuff as the prpduct of American up 
ffustry.

The American Dairyman in its issue 
of March 12 says: In introducing the 
butter extractor in this country one 
of the great difficulties tQ be contend­ 
ed with has been the question of pat­ 
ents. As we contended then and still 
hold, the patents of the Butter Ex­ 
tractor Company are an infringement 
and it seems that our theory at that 
time is being borne out, as we are ip 
receipt of a small pamphlet addressed 
to ereamerymen in which Ifie question 
of this patent is fully discussed, and 
tfie public at large are cautioned 
against the purchase of the butter gx- 
tractor-separator, as each an<* every 
person using one will be prosecuted tp 
the fullest limit of the law.

United States and Canada without 
any risk of the purchaser being prose­ 
cuted for using the machines, but the 
managers, or rather, promoters of the 
Butter Extractor, Co., feeling sure 
they knew it alb have gone on in the 
even tenor of their way and have re­ 
cently formed a coalition with a manu­ 
facturing concern ill an Eastern State 
ill the hope that through the use of 
their name many people will purchase 
the butter extractor, not thinking for 
a moment that they are buying a law­ 
suit that will probably strip their prop­ 
erty from under them.

Y o u n g C o w s A r © B est. 
Young cows are best. I doubt if it 
pays to keep auy cow after eight 
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years unless it be for her calves, for 
the milking qualities certainly Jeoreci 
ate at that age whdn she pas^J her 
best. But as the calves are ./it im­ 
portant part of the income from ucow, 
it may pay to keep the best of fcke old 
cows on this account, although my 
experience has been that old cowrs do 
not retain their yield of milk so long 
as the young ones. As an instance ol 
the value o f an old cow I might men­ 
tion one which was 14 years old when 
she brought me her thirteenth heifer 
calf, which was my best testing and 
experimental cow, and which, when 
between her second and third calves, 
made 625 pounds of butter, and in 
four years made 1649 pounds of but­ 
ter, all of which sold at an average ol 
50 cents per pound, bringing in that 
time the sum of $824.50, or over $200 
per year. Certainly this old cow de­ 
served to live her time out and com­ 
plete an honored old age. She w as a 
pure Jersey of the old type, a fawn 
with white legs, and was bought very 
cheaply at the time when there was a 
rage for solid colored squirrel gray 
cows, an int&tuation which but for its 
short life might have spoiled this mag­ 
nificent butter breed.—Practical Far­ 
mer. 


T h e P ig ’s T e e th . 
A pig’s age may be known by its 
teeth, as w'ell as the age of other ani­ 
mals. Its mode of dentition, says 
Mark Lane Express, is as follows: It 
is born with four front teeth; one 
month after it gets four more, which 
is all the front temporary teeth it has. 
At nine months the four outside teeth 
drop out, and are replaced by per­ 
manent incisors, and the others are 
replaced during the next year. 
At 
three years the boar’s tusks appear; at 
tour they begin to lift their lips; at 
live they are seen outside the lips; at 
six they project from the mouth, and 
after that they grow longer. 
After 
tw'o years the sow’s front teeth have 
a black ring around the base of them, 
andas t he age increases the color of 
the teeth deepens, ami they become 
worn. As pigs, however, are rarely 
kept over two years, this test gauge is 
not often required. Of recent years, 
since pigs have been bred so as to 
mature more rapidly, the teeth may 
indicate, as with sheep and cattle, 
more age than the animals really 
have. A well-bred pig may have all 
its permanent front teeth at 18 
months, and this more rapid denti­ 
tion has sometimes led to disputes as 
to the pig’s age. 


C o m p o stin g C o m m e rc ia l F e rtiliz e rs 
Composting the manure does not 
add to the benefit that is ultimately 
derived from it, but it does make the 
plant food contained more readily 
available. Whether composted 
or 
not, the amount of plant food actu­ 
ally contributed to the soil will he the 
same, but when composted it is more 
under control and we can compute 
with more certainty its effect m a 
given crop or during a given season. 
Gardeners especially, who need quick- 
acting fertilizers, should rarely use 
new manure, which, if placed in the 
soil in the autumn will often not give 
any beneficial results before midsum­ 
mer. 
One advantage in the use of com­ 
mercial fertilizers, above stable man­ 
ure is that the former, if of good 
grade, is more readily soluble and 
can hence be taken up more readily 
by the plants. This is why Harden­ 
ers, 
even sucji as have unlimited 
quantities of stable manure at their 
disposal, often find it advisable to 
supplement that by superphosphates 
in order t(6 gain in earnness. The 
commercial fertilizer will give the 
plant? a quick Ytart that cannot be 
obtained by the sole use of the other. 
—Texas Live Stock Journal.

The appearance to the eye I 
has much to do with the price, for an , 
unattractive package of butter preju­ 
dices the taste. Too much salt incor­ 
porated when working, so that there j 
are streaks and dashes of white !

and the sale of butter; it hides the pure 
flavor of the honest product of the 
churn. Too much work destroys the 
grain. After going to the labor and 
expense of milking, setting the milk, 
skimming and churning, it is folly to 
waste two to five cents per pound in 
the value of the butter by a mistake 
in manipulating and packing. 


S e ttin g P la n ts T o o D eep. 
Jt is well known that setting young 
trees from tfie pursery mucji deeper 
than they stood before, especially if 
down in the hard subsoil, is ’unfavora­ 
bly tp their fiiost successful growth.

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ENGLISH IN JAPAN. 


Sir 
E dw in A rn o ld S p e a k s o f th e 
E th lo s In J a p a n . 
Sir Edwin Arnold speaks with au­ 
thority unquestionably Opon the eth­ 
ics of Japan. Others may know more 
about its arts and history, perhaps, 
though it must be remarked that the 
connoisseurs do not agree with one an­ 
other much. But when it comes to the 
usages of the people, we should accept 
the evidence of a poet and a cultured 
observer, who loves them enthusiasti­ 
cally beyond all others. Sir Edwin 
states that it is usual for a Japanese 
shopkeeper in the cities to put up an 
English translation beside the vernac­ 
ular upon his side-board. 
This is 
certainly curious, 
and significant. 
The adoption of our language must 
be growing indeed when such a custom 
prevails. The translations are “very 
comical sometimes,” as yet; but that 
is nothing. In most European ports, 
those tradesmen along the water’s 
edge who deal in things required by 
sailors put up an English inscription. 
The Russians go further; at (Yon- 
stadt, for instance, a large propor­ 
tion of shops throughout the town 
follow this practice. But Sir Edwin 
Arnold spoke of Japanese cities in gen­ 
eral, apparently, and of tradesmen in 
general. Furthermore, though this is 
a slight matter by comparison, “at 
all railway stations the name of the 
town or village is written up in both 
characters.” Under such extraordi- 
nary circumstances, it is clear that 
the study of English must be advanc­ 
ing at a great pace. There are not yet 
so many European residents in Japan, 
nor so many travelers, that a trades­ 
man should find it really worth while 
to translate the description of his 
gooffs. He must be following a fashion, 
and in that case we may be sure that 
he makes an effort to have his chil­ 
dren taught English. The result might 
be grotesque for a generation; but 
year by year the teaching will improve, 
if the fashion remain.

a Mohammedan barrister practicing 
in London, whose father is Revenue 
Secretary to the Nizam of Hyderabad. 
There was a preliminary marriage at 
St. Giles’, Camberwell. 
The Vice 
President of the Moslem congregation 
officiated, the condition of fitness for 
such office being a knowledge of Arabic. 
The Moulvie, as the official is called, 
was dressed in a long robe ol crimson 
silk, beneath which was a tight-fitting 
tunic of embroidered black velvet, the 
whole girdled by a broad gold belt, 
and wearing a turban of white silk, 
with streamers which fell over his 
shoulders. 
There were two bride- 
maids. The bride's responses were in 
English, the bridegroom’s in English 
and Arabic. The lady repeated after 
the Moulvie the w'ordsof the marriage 
contract: “I stand here, in the pres­ 
ence of God and all whoare assembled, 
to unite iny heart to your heart, and 
my destiny to your destiny, and to be 
called by your name 
Your sorrow 
shall be my sorrow, your happiness 
shall be my happiness.” 
The bride­ 
groom made similar promises, after 
which the Moulvie delivered an address 
to the newly wedded pair, quoting as 
exemplars Adam and Eve, and Mo­ 
hammed and Khadija, Fatima and 
Ali, as models of conjugal fidelity. 
After this the bridegroom placed the 
ring on the bride’s finger. 
The cere­ 
mony ended with the inscribing of the 
names of the contracting parties and 
their witnesses in the register of the 
mosque, one of the witnesses being the 
Ottoman Consul General in Liverpool, 
and another the Minister of Education 
for the Armenian Provinces, who had 
journeyed from Constantinople to as­ 
sist in organizing the Moslem congre­ 
gation in Liverpool.

His Life Work Ended. 
Capt. W. P. Spalding died at his fam­ 
ily residence on Main street in this city 
on Wednesday morning at 9 o’clock. 
His illness dated back over a period 
of two months since which time he 
had been confined to the house and a 
greater portion of the time to his 
bed, his disease being cancer of the 
stomach. 
Capt. William Pleny Spalding was 
born in Lowell, Mass., on Nov. 1, 
1823, where his early life was spent. 
He afterwards moved to Poultney, Ver­ 
mont, where he was married. 
Whsn 
the civil war broke out in 1861 he 
formed a company at that place, Co. 
I of the .5th Vermont Regiment, and 
as captain served five years in the 
service of his country. 
After the 
close of the war he removed to H ar­ 
vard, 111., and from there he came to 
Northern Pacific Junction in the em­ 
ploy of the N* P. oompany having 
charge of the construction, when the 
first work on the road was com­ 
menced. 
He had charge of the first 
train that was ever ran on the North­ 
ern Pacific railroad and continued in 
their employ until his death the time 
covering a jieriod of over 22 years. 
In 1869 he came to Brainerd and lo­ 
cated permanently. 
For the past ten 
years he has held the position of lo­ 
cal claim agent, and has also held the 
position of Jndge of Probate of 
Crow Wing and Cass counties during 
the past four years. 
Capt. Spalding was a man who bad 
the respect of everyone in the com 
munity where he lived. 
He was 
universally liked for his manly traits, 
bis genial disposition and his honesty 
of purpose, and we doubt if the death 
of any man in private life has caused 
more pangs of sorrow or expressions 
of regret throughout the community 
than did the 
announcement 
that 
‘•Captain Spalding is dead’’ which 
was passed from one to another on 
W ednesday morning. 
The funeral will be held on Satur­ 
day afternoon at 2:30 o'clock from St. 
Paul’s Episcopal church, of which lie 
had been a faithful member and 
warden for many years. 
Captain Sjialdiiig's family who are 
left to mourn his death are his widow 
and three children. Henry Spalding 
and Miss Maria Spalding, an invalid 
daughter, of this city, and William 
P Spalding, of Chicago, and to them 
is extended the sincere sorrow of the 
entire community in their sad af­ 
fliction.
